a. Open Space request to use funds for purchase of a brush cutter for trail maintenance: It was explained that
the request was not approved and that Victor Diniak, DPW Supt. will be contacted for loan of equipment.

b. Open Space request to change hunting signage: The Commission approved the following language-
“NO HUNTING — EXCEPTFOR ARCHERY SEASON”

C. Open Space~ possil)le donations and/ or purchases~ rear 1127 Main St. and off Winter St. properties, and
QOakland Ave. (for conservation restriction) were reviewed resulting in the support of the off Winter St. and
Oakland Ave proposals, but did not support purchase of the 1127 rear Main St. property.

d. The Commission reviewed the newspapey article regarcling garcl waste and cleanup cautions near
wetlands and commended the Agent for its success. The Agent added concerns with dumping of deer
carcasses near trails on Open Space parcels and said that she will look into the issue further.

IV. PUBLIC HEARINGS:
1. BL 14:—/‘1'9, Hackett's Pond Trail Project.- RDA- clearing for new walking trail on Hackett s Pond Parcel.
PRESENT: Joseph Personeault, E.agle Scout Candidate- Hanover Troop #l; Pamela Musk, Exec. Director, South
Shore Natural Science Center, Norwell, IVIA, Victor Diniak, Hanover DPW Supt.
DISCUSSION: Scout Personeault presented a plan showing a proposed walking trail along the westerly side of
Hackett's Pond with a woodchip surface. He pointed out that the wetlands were recently flagged, that the project

included maintenance and limited vista pruning of existing overgrown vegetation, and that the walking trail
would be kept 25 ft. from the ﬂags. To enhance the trail experience, he proposed educational signage.

Chairman Paradis read a letter of support into the record from Town Manager Troy Clarkson.

The Agent added that as a result of a site inspection with the applicant and the property owner, she found the area
to be previously disturbed with foot paths and partial trails that were overgrown and overhung with low hanging
tree branches. She noted that the project will enhance the area and meets the criteria for an exempt activity under
the MA Wetlands Protection Act, therefore was an allowed use under the Act. She also explained the Request for
Determination process and that the Commission would consider a waiver to the Hanover Wetlands Protection
Bylaw to allow the project to go forward.

Pamela Musk, Executive Director of the South Shore Natural Science Center (SSNSC) in Norwell, MA, noted that
the parcel was owned by the Science Center. She stated that the Center brought the project forward to increase
and encourage community enjoyment of the natural setting and pond.

Roger Leslie, Hackett's Pond Committee member, 671 Webster St, noted that the area is used by many residents.
He stated that he encouraged the project, adding that removal of invasive plants will help to curtail their
reappearance. He offered support of the project and help to put up the signage.

Abutter Anthony LaRose, 3D Hackett's Pond Rd, added that he would like to see signage for limited parking hours.
Victor Diniak, Hanover DPW Supt. stated that he will work with Scout Personeault regarding signage.

Abutter Sandra Pollack, 1000 Main St, noted that she did not support the project, that she had concerns with
disturbance to animal and fowl habitat, the small size of the lot, removal of vegetation and mature trees for new
trails, and the fragility of the overall site and pond. She stated for the record that she will appeal the Commission’s
decision if the project is allowed.

Director Musk explained that representatives from Eastern Nazarene College had determined as a result of site
review, that the area was not ecologically sensitive and that the trails act to enhance the habitat.

Abutter Carol LaRose, 55 Hackett's Pond Dr., confirmed that bike trails exist on the site, as well as foot patlls to the
pond and noted that she has no objections to the project. She did note concerns with existing loitering issues and
thanked Supt. Diniak for his help with the signage.

Commissioner Woodward noted the appeal deadlines.

VOTE: Based on the discussion above and upon a motion made ]31] Commissioners Brierleg and Sheparcl, it was
voted 5-0-0 to close the hearing,
